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Cane,   Un-Party  big  winners  in  election 


The  Un-Party  swept  to  victory  in 
the  Student  Body  General  Elections 
by  a  margin  of  roughly  70  votes, 
according  to  preliminary  vote  totals 
from  the  Election  Board.  Russell 
Cane  was  elected  president  and  Pat 
Teagarden  was  named  vice-president 
in  voting  held  Tuesday  and  Wednes- 

The  Un-Party,  not  running  a  full 
slate,  won  all  of  the  Senate  and 
Student  Union  Board  positions  con- 
tested. Pam  Craig,  Vicki  Doster, 
Terry  Kundysek,  Rex  Putt  and  Steve 
Beck  won  the  uncontested  Senate 
Seats  for  the  ACT  party. 

"I  think  that  throughout  the 
elections  John  Gerber  and  athe  rest  of 
the  Election  Board  have  exhibited  a 
fairness,  impartiality  and  integrity 
that  should  be  commended.  As  far  as 
the  campaign  is  concerned,  I  still  feel 


that  the  issues  we  supported  were 
more  realistic."  said  ACT  presi- 
dential candidate  Charles  Pratt.  "I 
think  that  our  party  ran  a  clean  and 
honest  campaign." 

When  asked  how  he  felt  about 
losing  Pratt  said,  "Terrific,  just 
terrific." 

President-elect  Cane  expressed 
delight  at  being  elected  to  the  post. 
"For  most  people  the  year  begins  the 
last  of  August;  for  the  Un-Party,  it 
begins  today."  Cane  also  expressed 
his  party's  thanks  to  all  of  the 
students  who  voted  for  them  in  the 
election. 

Voter  turnout  was  more  than 
expected  by  most  observers,  as  over 
1,000  students  had  voted  by  4  p.m.  on 
Wednesday,  according  to  Election 
Board  estimates.  The  turnout  was 
significantly  higher  than  last  year's

"Great  Books."

Merdinger  held  various  military- 
connected  posts  from  1946  until  1970, 
including  head  of  the  Western 
Division  of  the  Naval  Facilities 
Engineering  Command  in  San  Bruno, 
California. 

He  wrote  the  book  Civil  Engineer- 
ing through  the  Ages.  He  also  has 
written  articles  in  professional 
publications  in  fields  of  personnel, 
history,  construction,  and  education. 
He  also  authored  a  10,000  word  entry 
in  the  forthcoming  edition  of 
Encyclopedia  Britannica. 

In  1952,  1957  and  1961  Merdinger 
received  the  Toulmin  Award  for  the 
best  published  article  of  the  year.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  Society  of 
American  Military  Engineers.  In  1962 
he  received  citations  from  Japanese 
government  officials  for  his  "people- 
to-people"  services.  Besides  winning 
other  government  engineering 
awards,  Merdinger  received  the 
History  and  Heritage  Award  from  the 
American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers 
for  research,  writing  and  speeches. 

He  is  a  member  of  many  science, 
engineering,  history  and  education 
societies  and  of  Sigma  Xi,  Tau  Beta 
Pi.

Ruple,  veterans 
attend  hearing

Ward  Ruple,  director  of  the  Office 
of  Veteran's  Affairs,  along  with 
several  IU-PU  veterans,  is  traveling 
to  Bloomington  today  to  attend  a 
hearing  to  assess  the  needs  of  the 
Vietnam  veteran. 

The  hearing,  which  is  sponsored 
by  the  United  States  Senate,  is  one  of 
many  being  held  throughout  the 
country. 

Indiana  Senator  Vance  Hartke  is 
sponsoring  a  bill  in  the  House  that 
concerns  the  Vietnam  veteran  and 
benefits  he  should  receive. 

The  bill,  named  the  Vietnam  Era 
Veterans  Readjustment  Assistance 
Act  of  1973,  was  called  "an  excellent 
piece  of  legislation"  by  Ruple. 

Ruple  is  making  a  recommenda- 
tion to  Hartke  at  the  hearing 
regarding  the  bill.  In  the  bill,  the 
Vietnam  veterans  eligibility  to 
receive  educational  benefits  after  he 
completes  active  duty  is  limited  to  ten 
years,  an  increase  from  eight  years 
which  is  presently  enforced,  Ruple 
believes  this  delimiting  restriction 
should  be  lifted  completely. 

Ruple  also  said  in  his  recommen- 
dation to  Hartke  that  he  thinks  that

Vietnam  veteran  should  i 
many  benefits  as  the  World  War  II 
veteran.  Hartke's  bill  does  provide  for 
this  parity, 

Hartke's  bill  provides  a  23 
percent  increase  in  educational 
benefits  over  what  is  being  received 
now.  However,  Ruple  thinks  that  the 
veteran's  benefits  should  follow  an 
escalating  scale  parallel  to  the  rise  in 
the  cost  of  living.

It  is  absolutely  untrue  that 
National  is  thinking  or  changing  its 
name  to  Topless  Airlines.  Or  that 
beaded  curtains  are  being  installed  in 
the  tails  of  their  747's.  Furthermore, 
the  whispers  that  the  airline  is  being 
investigated  for  possible  violations  of 
the  Mann  Act  were  started  by  a  bunch 
of  disgruntled  stewardesses  too 
plump  to  fit  into  hot  pants.

That  line  may  not  have  Cheryl  and 
her  friends,  but  they  have  "rare 
tropical  birds  representing  the  best  of 


"  modeling  bikinis  in 
mid-air  fashion  shows.  The  tired 
businessman  may  be  disappointed  if 
he  doesn't  encounter  some  turbulence 
since  the  airline  promises  a  trip  he'll 
never  forget  with  a  message 
borrowed  from  massage  parlors  "We 
make  you  feel  good  all  over.  " 

Slightly  subtler  are  pitches  like 
United  Airlines  plea  to  "Take  along 
a  little  inspiration"  (the  wife,  of 
course!)  and  the  Lufthansa  Red 
Baron's  broad  hint  at  red  lights. 

Just  about  the  only  major  airline 
to  refrain  completely  from  flesh 
peddling  is  Icelandic  (think  what  they 
could  do  with  "Warm  up  those 
freezing  Arctic  nights").  Their 
business  is  booming  even  though  all 
they  advertise  are  the  lowest 
trans-Atlantic  fares  of  any  scheduled 

Groups  like  NOW  (National 
Organization  for  Women)  have 
protested  sexist  advertising  cam- 
paigns, but  the  men  in  power  have 
turned  deaf  ears  to  women.  Personal- 
ly I  think  we  should  give  men  a  taste 
of  their  own  merchandising  medicine, 
and  to  this  end,  propose  the  creation 
of  a  FAIR  (Female  Advertising 
Image  Reversal)  Advertising 
Agency,  to  be  dedicated  to  -the 
proposition  that  turnabout  is  fair 
play.

As  evidence  piles  up  that  cocaine 
is  a  growing  menace,  particularly 
among  those  who  can  afford  such 
"champagne"  (or  as  known  on  the 
street-coke,  snow,  gold  dust,  bernice, 
rich  man's  drug,  pimp's  drug), 
questions  arise  as  to  its  origin  and 


There  is  general  agreement  that 
the  principal  source  is  South 
America,  particularly  Ecuador, 
Peru.  Bolivia  and  Colombia.  Miss 
Pednny  Lernoux,  Copley  News 
Service  correspondent  in  South 
America,  wrote  a  few  days  ago  that 
the  flow  of  cocaine  is  practically  wide 
open,  mostly  due  to  U.S.  preoccupa- 
tion with  heroin  and  marijuana.  She 
also  indicates  that  from  the  view  of 
people  well  south  of  the  border,  U.S. 
authorities  aren't  doing  much  about 
the  cocaine  problem. 

Baird  agrees  with  this  view.  "It's 
old  hat,"  he  said.  "We've  been  telling 
the  Bureau  of  Narcotics  and  Danger- 
ous Drugs  about  it  for  20  years,  but 
they  don't  listen-they  need  a  real 
education.  It  has  been  part  of  the  drug 
addict  world  since  1948  and  has  come 
to  the  forefront  as  the  fools  in  states 
like  New  York  and  California  fight  to 
lower  the  penalties  for  use  of 
marijuana  and  other  narcotics. 

"Today,  in  Mexico  cocaine  is  a 
big  thing  at  fancy  political  parties-an 
after-dinner  sniff  of  cocaine  to  get 
high-they  think  it  is  a  'safe' 
high,  which  it  isn't."  Drs.  Smith  and 
Wesson  point  out  in  their  book  why 
cocaine  is  a  high  middle-class 
product.  It  is  the  cost-from  $500  to 


$1500  an  ounce  and  §50  a  gram  from 
street  sellers.  There  is  a  certain

not  be  The  officer  in  charge  must 
have  a  baccalaureate  degree  or  be 
working  toward  one.  The  require- 
ments do  not  state  how  far  along  in  his 
undergraduate  work  he  must  be.  The 
non-commissioned  officer  must  have 
only  a  high  school  diploma.  Also 
under  ROTC  the  university  has  no 
control  over  course  content  or  the 
selection  of  texts.  And  since  ROTC 
instructors  are  not  compensated  by 
the  university  for  classes  taught  the 
whole  ROTC  program  has  no 
responsibility  to  the  university. 

One  justification  for  allowing 
ROTC  through  the  IU-PU  campus  is 
that  educational  institutions  exist  to 
give  students  a  free  and  open  choice 
as  to  what  courses  of  instruction  they 
wish  to  pursue.  The  university  makes 


no  judgement  upon  the  validity  or 
appropriateness  of  the  course.  Seem- 
ingly, then,  any  moral  or  ethical 
consequences  inherent  in  such  a 
e  become  the  student's  responsi- 


bility  when 


selection 


only  to  offer  open  choices  to  students 
without  comment  on  the  course's 
propriety,  then,  in  a  consistent 
application  of  logic,  the  university 
should  have  no  qualms  about  offering 
courses  in  training  in  something  like 
the  Red  Guard.  The  very  fact  of 
offering  some  courses  rather  than 
others  often  implies  a  judgement  on 
the  part  of  the  university  that  some 
classes  are  more  important  than 
others  But  what  becomes  of  the 
student's  right  to  choice?  (Limiting 
courses  may  imply  that  the  university 
does  not  have  the  facilities  to  teach  a 
given  course.  Yet  IU-PU  has  no  ROTC 
facilities,  but  it  still  offers  the 
program.  If  the  university's  concern 


is  with  a  student's  right  to  choose, 
why  couldn't  a  similar  arrangement 
be  made  for  other  courses? ) 

Certainly,  nothing  should  be  done 
intentionally  to  make  the  taking  of 
any  given  course  more  advantageous 
than  others.  But,  however  uninten- 
tional, the  low  cost  of  ROTC  does 
precisely  this.  The  number  of  courses 
offered  in  a  given  area  of  study  and 
the  degree  or  degrees  a  student  may 
obtain  by  taking  those  ( 
makes  one  choice  n 
than  others.  Are  there  i 
Non-Violence  and  Peace  Studies 
equivalent  in  number  and  advantage 
to  those  offered  through  ROTC?  How, 
under  the  above  assumption  about  the 
purpose  of  educational  institutions, 
does  the  university  insure  that 
students  have  the  opportunity  to  hear 
orientations  and  interpretations 
which  differ  from  the  military  so  that 
a  free  and  open  choice  really  is 
possible? 

I  do  not  believe  that  education  is 
morally  or  politically  neutral.  The

university,  even  in  choosing  not  to 
make  judgements  on  the  value  of 
courses,  demonstrates  that  detach- 
ment is  a  commendable  attitude.  In 
making  ROTC  available  the  univer- 
sity, to  some  degree,  implicitly 
supports  the  goals  of  this  type  of 
military  education.  Certain  questions, 
then,  fundamental  to  the  nature  of 
education  at  IU-PU  need  to  be  asked. 

-How  does  IU-PU  plan  to  adhere 
to  its  principles  of  local  control  of 
curriculum  and  personal  policies,  if 
the  text  books  used  in  ROTC  are 
prepared  by  the  military,  the  course 
of  study  is  prescribed  by  the  military, 
and  instructors  are  ultimately  res- 
ponsible for  their  conduct  only  to  their 
superior  officer? 

-In  terms  of  military  career 
education,  what  teaching  techniques 
and  content  do  military  personnel 
have  to  offer  that  your  certified 
teachers  do  not  have  the  competence 

-Will  the  right  to  dissent  and 
freedom  of  inquiry,  essential  ingredi- 
ents of  education  in  a  democracy,  be 
respected  or  will  there  be  indoctrina-

Education  can  no  longer  afford  to 
be  responsible  only  to  itself.  It  must 
speak  to  the  concerns  of  the  world 
around  it.  The  philosopher  and 
educator  Alfred  North  Whitehead 
stated,  "Celibacy  does  not  suit  a 
university.  It  must  mate  itself  with 
action. ' '  Education  has  remained 
celibate  too  long.  It  has  failed  to 
question  persons  and  institutions 
which  need  questioning.  It  has  failed 
to  confront  problems  which  need 
confronting. 

A  great  issue  (perhaps  the 
greatest)  which  we  face  today  is  the 
depth  of  militarism  in  our  lives.  It 
shapes  our  attitudes,  molds  our 
relationships,  determines  our  sense  of: 
morality,  and  blinds  us  to  other,  more 
fundamental  sources  of  security.  And 
never  has  the  problem  of  militarism; 
been  so  great.  As  an  advertisement- 
for  Religion  in  American  Life 
succinctly  put  it,  "Remember  when 
only  God  could  end  the  world?" 

Unless  the  unversities  (which  I 
see  as  testing  grounds  for  new 
alternatives)  can  create  paths  away 
from  old  and  increasing  dependen- 
i  ways  of  getting  connected

PRO  BASKETBALL  PLAYOFFS 

"If  there  was  to  be  a  designated  favorite  (in  the  NBA 
playoffs),  it  would  probably  have  to  be  the  Milwaukee 

"Beware  of  the  Celtics." 

"A  healthy  Knick  team  will  again  be  hard  to  beat." 
"Buffalo  will  probably  have  to  wait  another  year." 
"The  absences  ot  Wilt  Chamberlain,  Jim  McMillan  and 
the  limited  play  of  injury-ridden  Jerry  West  have  changed 
LA  from  a  super  team  to  a  mediocre  team." 

These  quotes  are  a  few  of  the  comments  I  made  in  my 
earlier  prognostication  on  the  NBA  playoffs.  I  also  said  that 
the  Bulls  and  Pistons  were  about  even.  Chicago  beat  the 


Milwaukee,  Boston,  New  York,  and  Chicago.  The  Bulls  and 
Bucks  will  be  battling  it  out  for  the  Western  title,  while  the 
Knicks  and  Celtics  will  again  and  again  and  again  compete 
for  the  Eastern  championship.  The  winners  will  vie  for  the 
NBA  championship.  The  New  York  Knicks  are  the 
defending  champions. 

Capital  actually  gave  the  Knicks  a  much  stronger  run 
than  I  thought  they  would.  The  unexpected  strength  for  the 
Bullets  was  the  impressive  play  of  past  MVP  Wes  Unseld. 
He  had  been  immobilized  most  of  the  year  with  knee 
problems,  but  against  New  York  he  looked  agile  as  well  as 
devastating  as  he  continuously  drove  for  the  basket.  And  as 
was  evident  no  one  on  the  opposition  was  stupid  enough  to 
step  in  front  of  a  driving  Wes  Unseld.  Phil  Chenier  and  the 
Big  E  both  looked  excellent,  as  the  Bullets  nearly  upset  the 
Knicks,  before  finally  bowing  out  in  the  final  game  of  the 

Cool  Walt  Frazier  was  highly  responsible  for  the  Knicks 
Coming  out  on  top.  In  the  fifth  game  of  the  series 
Frazier  dropped  in  38  points,  including  16  in  the  final 
quarter,  as  the  Knicks  edged  the  Bullets  by  two  points  in  one 
of  the  finest  Pro  games  1  have  ever  seen  on  TV.  That  win 
gave  the  Knicks  a  3  game  to  2  edge,  and  they  went  on  to  take 
the  series  four  games  to  three. 

Milwaukee  is  awesome,  so  they  made  the  Lakers  look 
as  bad  as  they  really  are.  Jabbar  is  still  the  most  dominant 
player  in  the  league,  but  the  Bucks  couldn't  win  without  the 
hustling  defense  and  teamwork  of  the  other  players. 

The  Bulls,  who  had  a  very  difficult  time  getting  past 
Detroit,  will  have  to  play  their  best  to  defeat  the  tough 
Bucks.  I'll  put  a  Buck  on  Milwaukee  in  this  matchup. 

The  Celtics  disposed  of  a  very  stubborn  Buffalo,  who 
surely  will  be  back  next  year  despite  several  high  scoring 
games  by  McAdoo,  the  leading  NBA  scorer.  The  Celtics 
used  experienced  to  defeat  the  young  Buffalo  squad. 

Havlicek  is  healthy  for  the  series  with  New  York,  so  the 
Knicks  really  have  something  to  worry  about  this  year. 
Boston  has  an  explosive  offense,  and  as  was  obvious  to 
television  viewers  Sunday  afternoon,  John  Havlicek  is  its 
leader.  The  Knick  defense  must  be  much  tougher  in  order  to 
defeat  the  Celtics  for  the  third  year  in  a  row. 

I  say  that  Boston  will  defeat  New  York,  but  even  though 
the  first  game  was  easy  for  the  Celtics,  I  think  it  will  still 
take  the  full  seven  games. 

Milwaukee  and  Boston  will  be  in  the  championship 
clash,  and  I  think  Boston  will  be  ready  for  the  favorite 
Bucks.

INDIANA-PURDUE  ATHLETICS 

Indiana-Purdue  at  Fort  Wayne  is  growing  rapidly  in  all 
areas.  The  athletic  program  at  IU-PU  is  no  exception,  but 
are  there  people  trying  to  expand  it  to  unnecessary  and 
unreaslistic  heights? 

The  1973-4  Mastodon  basketball  team  was  gifted  with  a 
nice  progressive  schedule;  one  that  gave  them  very  good 
competition.  The  following  example  indicates  the  typical 
characteristics  of  the  well  planned  schedule,  which  was 
probably  made  up  in  the  cafeteria. 

On  the  second  day  of  the  second  semester  the  team  took 
off  for  Southern  Illinois  to  play  Southern  Dlinois-Edwards- 
ville  (a  team  that  had  the  NIT  champs,  Purdue  University, 
on  their  schedule).  The  Mastodons  got  slaughtered  and 
missed  two  days  of  classes.  But  that  isn't  the  extent  of  my

Later  in  the  season  they  averaged  about  one  game  per 

Meanwhile  the  golf  team  goes  down  to  Florida  to 
place  twelfth  in  a  tournament  with  a  field  of  thirteen.  Their 
competition  (like  that  of  many  teams  playing  the  Mastodon 
basketball  team)  was  far  superior,  as  the  Mastodons 
weren't  even  close  to  the  majority  of  the  field. 

Many  of  the  Mastodon  athletic  teams  are  good,  but  none 
of  them  should  be  facing  competition  like  the  University  of 
Florida  and  the  University  of  Southern  Illinois. 

One  anonymous  source  seriously  questioned  the 
purpose  of  the  Southern  excursion  by  the  golf  and  baseball 
teams.  The  expenses  used  in  this  trip  could  very  well  be 
used  for  the  development  of  Indiana-Purdue's  facilities.
